The school attendance in Canada 
fs set forth in a statistical work just 
published by the census branch and 
kared upon the last census. The to- 
{a} poplulation between the ages of 
six and twenty years was 2,142,908, 
of which number 1,124,800 were at- 
tending school in 1910, The — per- 
centage is 62.51. 
Were Canadians, 68,115 British and 
96,161 foreign. born. In the eastern 
provinces the highest percentage of 
attendance between 7 and 14 years 
was in Prince Edward Island with 
84.60’ per cent. closely followed by 
Ontario with 84.27 per cent.; Nova 
Scotia with 82.86 per cent.; Quebec 
with 80.96 per cent., and New Bruns- 
wick 80.05 per cent. In the west, 
British Columbia led with 75.93 per 
cent.; Manitoba second with 74.64 per 
cent.; Saskatchewan, 66.71, and Al- 
berta, 62.83. . 

In 1911 Prince Edward Island had a 
school for the 196 of the total popula- 
tion, Nova Scotia one for every 185. 
New Brunswick one for every 186, 
Quebec one for every 290, and On- 
tario one for every 376. 

Quebec and Ontario show the great 
est percentage of children between ¢ 
and 14 years of age attending scheol 
for more than gix months, it being 
76.47 per cent. of the total number in 
Quebec and 74.48 per cent. in Ontario. 
In the Maritime provinces, the per- 
centage ranges from 62 to 67 and in 
the west from 43 to 61. 

Conditions In the West 

The bulletin referring more partic: 
ularly to the west says: “The western 
provinces being the mecca of the im- 
migrant and the bachelor homestead:

“That the western provinces have 
not been remiss in their duty in pro- 
viding means of education for the 
muititudes, which flock to their cities 
and spread over the plains jn an ever 
increasing volume, is evidenced by 
the fact that Manitoba put in opera- 
tlon on an average two news schools 
per week, each year since 1906, Sas- 
katchewan about five and Alberta 
about three per week. 

Percentage of Attendance 

Quebec and = Ontario shows the 
greatest percentage for children 7 to 
14 years of age attending school for 
more than six months, being TWAT 
per cent. of the total number in 
Quebec and 74.43 per cent. in On- 
tario, In the Maritime provinces, the 
percentage ranges from 64.24 to 67.90 
per cent. and in the praizie prownces, 
from 43.76 per cent., in Saskatche- 
wan to 61.74 per cent. in Manitoba. 
In British Columbia the proportion 
was 67.34 per cent. The Maritime 
and prairie provinces show the great- 
est proportion attending school from 
four to six months in the year. 

Of the school population between 
G and 16 only 67.90 per cent, of males 
and 68.78 per cent. of females were 
reported as being at school for any 
length of time in the school year pre- 
ceding the census. In cther words, 
for Canada, exclusive of Yukor 
the Northwest Territories, 321 boys 
and 313 girls per 1,000 of this age 
were allowed to remain away from 
school. According to this age group- 
{ng the highest percentage of school 
attendance, 72.58 per cent. for males 
and 72.61 per cent. for females was 
made by Prince Edward Island and 
the lowest by Alberta, with 54.94 per 
cent., for mates and 64.68 per cent.

DAIRY INSTRUCTION IN SASK. 


Lantern Slides a Medium in Dairying 
Lessons—W. A. Wilson Holds 
52 Meetings 


A complete series of dairy meetings 
have been recently completed in Sas- 
Katchewan, which have been of great 
interest and value to tne farmers, Ar- 

jrangements were mace with the 

Grand Trunk Pacific and Canadian 
Pacific railway companies for a first 
class passenger coach and accommo- 
\ dation for two speakers. These two 
coaches were fitted up under the dl- 
rection of dary branch, department 
of agriculture, Regina, and provided 
with Janterns and some eighty lan- 
tern slides, illustrating various  fea- 
tures of dairying as con:ucted in the 
province and tie work that was being 
j done to promote the jncustry. Repre- 
sentative slides were also sohwn of 
dairy breeds and animals in the re- 
+ spective breeds With enviable records, 
and the speaker in each cealt fully 
} With the merits of such animals as 
\compared with the ordinary type. 

The car remained one day at each 
place, and was moved from point to 
point by passenger train. At many 
points afternoon and evening meet- 
ings were held. On the Grand. Trunk 
Pacific 28 points were visited and 62 
meetings held. The total number of 
jfarmers attending the meetings was 
| 3,861, with an average of 148 at each 
place and 74 at each ineeting. The 
largest attendance at one meeting was 
350. and the speakers had to move 
their equipment from the car toa 
meeting hall in town. The Canadian 
Pacific itinerary covered 43 points 
and 48 meetings were held. There was 
an average attendance of 60 at each 
meeting, and a total attendance of 2, 
612. The largest attendance at one 
meeting Was 110. 

The value of lantern slides at such 
meetings cannot be estimated. It has 
three chief features. It provides an 
attraction in securing an attendance; 
it enables the speaker to show what 
he fs talking about and promotes dis- 
cussion on the various subjects pre- 
sented. In our past experience at 
such mectings we never had anything 
like the Interesting discussions which 
took place at the meetings where *1e 
slides were ghown. Many of the 
evening meetings Jasted until aftet 
midnight, and the afternoon ineetings, 
though started at two o'clock. seldom 
jterminated before six. In addition to 
| the lantern slides the speakers had 
literature for distribution, and suit- 
able printed matter was displayed on 
| large cards throughout the car. It was 
a very common occurrence to see peo- 
ple in the audience with their note- 
books, copying all that could be cop- 
fed from the printed matter before 
| the meeting opened, and many re- 
} mained afterwards to complete the in- 
formation. 
| The rallway companies co-operated 
nobly with the government. ia carry- 
ing out this programme, and supplied 
'the coach and equipment, together

Changes in Naval Training 

Changes have been made in the 
conditions governing the admission 
of naval cadets to the training college 
at Halifax. As Canada has no navy, 
those who pass through the college 
are no longer bound to adopt a naval 
career, while the gevernment no long- 
er promises to secure employment for 
them in the navy. 

The college is to become an educa- 
tional institution along the lines of 
the R.M.C. at Kingston. In addition 
to a general education, cadets will 
receive instruction in marine subjects 
; and marine engincering, thus qualify- 
jing themselves for employment inthe 
hydrographic, tidal and current sur- 
veys.

CANADA TO HAVE 
LARGEST TELESCOPE 


USED TO MEASURE MOVEMENT 
OF STARS FAINTER THAN 
FIFTH MAGNITUDE 


The Canadian Government to Build 
the World’s Largest Telescope at a 
Cost of $100,000, the Sum Repre- 
senting a Notable Contribution to 
Pure Science. 


The Canadian government will soon 
posses a more powerful reflector tele- 
scope than any now in existence. It 
has been referred to in the news- 
papers as “the largest telescope in the 
world,” but this description is mis- 
leading for two reasons: First, be- 
cause its aperature, 72 inches, is to 
be tho same as that of the famous 
Parsonstown reflector, built by Lord 
Rosse in 1842; and second, because 
by the time the Canadian instrument 
is complcted it now seems likely that 
the 100 inch reflector which has long 
been under construction for the 
Mount Wilson Solar Observatory will 
also be ready for use. The Canadian 
telescope will, however. be a much 
more efficient instrument than Lord 
Rosse's. Not only will the mirror be 
much superior, but the mounting will 
enable the telescope to be worked to 
the full advantage. The Parsonstown 
reflector has an altazimuth, not an 
equatorial, mounting, and fs operated 
under such difficulties that compara- 
tively little uce has ever been made 
of it. 

Contracts for the new telescope 
have just been awarded to J. Bras- 
hear for the mirrors and other optical 


cipal mirror will be. made by the St. 


the grinding and figuring will be done 
in the United States. The total cost 
Will be nearly $100,000, Inasmuch as 
the Instrument is intended primarily 
and notoriously for work of no im- 
mediate practical beenfit, viz. the 
spectographic measurement, of radial 
stellar velocities, this sum represents 
a very notable contribution to pure 
gecience on the part of a government. 

The telescope will have a parabolic 
mirror of 72 inches clear aperture 
and 80 feet local length, with a cen- 
tral hole ten inches in diameter. The 
mounting is to be similar to that of 
the Aun Arbor and Melbourne refiect- 
o's, with a skctclon tube at one side 
jand neatly midwyy between the bear- 
ings of the long polar axis, the bal- 
ance being restored by the declinaton 
motion mechanicism and by counter- 
weights at the other side. Both polar 
and declination axes will be carried 
entirely on ball or rotler bearings of 
collimating and a complicated sys- 
jtem of counterweigited rollers for re- 
lieving the friction. The construction 
{will also be simplified in other re- 
ispects, e.g. all fine circles will bo 
omitted as will the slow motion arm 
in right ascension. It igs character- 
istic of twentieth century technique 
in astronomy that, although the new 
telescope will have a full set of ocul- 
ars for visual observation, no pro- 
gram of visual work {fs contemplated. 
Nowadays the camera takes the place 
of the human retina. The main pur- 
pose of the instrument will be the 
measurement of motion*in the line of 
sight of stays fainter than the fifth 
magnitude; a task beyond the light- 
gathering power of neariy all existing 
telescopes. For such work the tele- 
scope Will generally be used {n the 
Cassegrain form; the light from the 
main mirror converging toward 2 
focus, will be received by a second 
hyperboloidal mirror of about 19 
{nehes aperture and 10 feet focus, 
placed about 23 feet above the main 
mirror. ‘The light passes thence 
down through th» hole in the main 
mirror, and the star images are form- 
ed about three feet below the latter, 
Here the spectrograph will be placed. 
For the fainter stars of Jow dispersion 
the spectograph will probably be 
placed at the prime focus. An Inves- 
tigation of the atmospherle conditions 
in differeur parts of Canada is now in 
progress, to determine where the tele- 
scope will be located.—Scientific 
American, 


WCULD DECIMALIZE TIME 


Frenchman Proposes 20 Hours 
1,000 Chrones for Day

PRAIRIE INTO VALUABLE LAND 


Stupendous Irrigation Work Near 
Bassano Practically Com- 
pleted 

The greatest irrigation plant on 
this side of the world was practically 
completed with the finishing of the 
great dam across the Bow river at 
Bassano, Alta. ~ 

In the Canadian work 3,000 men 
jhave been laboring _ constantly for 
three years. A battery of steam 
shovels, hundreds of concerre ma- 
chines. 2,000 teams, a corps of engi- 
neers and survey men, hundreds of 
freight cars for supplies and mater- 
fal, have been employed. Altogether 
$17,000,000 has been spent to turn the 
territory into a rich agricultural dis- 
trict. 

The area affected by this distribu- 
tion of water lies at the foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains. It stretches 
practically from the outskirts of Cal- 
Gary east to the Red Deer river and 
as far north as Edmonton. 

Cutting this immense irrigation 
“block” nearly in half {s the Bow 
river, a stream 200 yards wide, which 
rises in the Rockies and flows, an icy 
‘torrent, through Alberta, Near Bas- 
Sano it bends in a wide sweep like a 
horseshoe, and there is located the 
Bassano dam. 

This dam is situated cighty-three 
miles east of Calgary, is 7,000 feet 
long, 350 feet thick at the base, nar- 
rowing at the top to forty-five feet. 
iIt is built of earth, re-enforced with 
;concrete. Behind the dam are the 
gates of the main irrigation canal.

Later on, all but France withdrew

{trian Archduke Maximilian to ascend 
|the throne with his wife, the now in- 
sane Empress Charlocté.

‘Hie. General Juarez, leader of the 
patriots, kecame president. Upon his 
death, in 1872, Juarez was succeeded 
by Lerdo de Trejada, who was ousted 
by Portfirio Diaz, in T877. Diaz was 
jsueceeded by his friend, Manuel Gon- 
'zalez, in 1880, who was, in turn, fol- 
}fowed by Diaz again, the latter having 
; changed the constitution limiting the 
;terms a president might hold.

How to Live 100 Years 


Dr. Edgar Jones, who died at Litte 
Burstead, Essex, aged 102 yeur3, wa; 
believed to be the oldest doctor eni 
J. P. in England. For 78 years he 
was a member of the Royal Colles. 
of Surgeons. 

In his early days Dr. Jones was a 
keen sportsman and an exccllent cric- 
keter. He piayed tennis when ovr 
eighty. He was very fond of moun 
taineering, and when over sixty he 
climbed Snowdon in an hour ard 
twenty minutes, descended, and took 
some friends for a row. He was a 
very good shot, and took great plea- 
sure in partridge-shooting, although 
he had little liking for the modern 
battue. ; 

When interviewed on one occasion 
Dr. Jones save the following advice: 
“If you want to live to be 100, do not 
smoke, drink no alcohol, take plenty 
or exercise, and, above all, be cheer- 
ul.” 

Dr. Jones added that at Vienna, in 
1862, he tasted the only glass of beer 
he ever drank in his Ife. He was 
a firm belie er in fixed hours for meals 
and attributed much of the illess of 
the preecnt cay to irregular and hur 
ried eating. Up to a year or tw) ago 
his mea’s consisted of: Breakfast: 
Tea, bread and-buticr, and an egg. 
Midday dinrcr: Meat and vegetabies,

Cannot Put on 
Business Tax 


The following letter explains itself. 
Edmonton, May 22nd, 1914 
B. A. St.Crair, Esq., 
Sec.-Treas. Town of Didsbury, 
Didsbury, Alta. 
Sir:- 

lamin receipt of your letter of the 
20th inst., enclosing petition of the Coun- 
cil of the Town of Didsbury asking for 
authority to levy a business tax. 

The situation in regard to this matter 
is, however, as follows: By Section 270 A 
of the Town Act authority is given for 
the granting of power to levy a business 
tax where it can be shown that it is im- 
possible for the Town to raise sufficient 
revenue by the imposition of taxes al- 
ready provided forin the Act. At the 
last Session of the Legislature, however, 
Section 294 of the Town Act was amend- 
ed so that there is now no limit as to the 
rate of taxation that may be levied. This 
being the case there is evidently now no 
possibility of the Council being able to 
show as required by Section 270 A that 
they cannot raise sufficient revenue by 
the imposition of taxes otherwise pro- 
vided for. This being the case we can- 
not, therefore, undertake to grant the 
authority asked for in the petition which 
you forwarded.
